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Commissioner for Patents 

1. The response dated October 23, 2003 is not fully responsive insofar as it does not elect a primary species of treatment or 
prophylaxis. The current examiner recognizes that the election of species requirement set out by the previous examiner is less than a 
model of clarify, but it appears from the record that "sepsis" was intended as a secondary condition. Applicant's failure to elect a : 
primary condition is reflected in the fact that the elected therapeutic modality, "treating sepsis", is not within the scope of claims 24- 
27 as argued by Applicant. Those claims are drawn to methods of prophylaxis, not treatment. 

Applicant is should re-elect a therapeutic modality from the following group: 

a) methods of treating patients at risk for systemic inflammatory response syndrome and 

b) methods of treating patients having systemic inflammatory response syndrome. 

Once one of these primary modalities is elected, Applicant should then elect any sub-modalities also present, e.g. sepsis with "a)" 
or burn injury with H b) " .
